Censure Resolution: Capitol Hill is buzzing with discussion of the lobbying operation behind Senator 
Flanders’ move to censure Senator McCarthy. Initially, last week, it looked as if spontaneously a number 
of prominent men throughout the country had joined together all at once to back the resolution of Flanders, 
when Paul Hoffman, former ECA chief and recently with the Ford Foundation, headed a list of such men 
published in many papers. Then came the exposure by Willard Edwards of the Chicago Tribune that the 
“spontaneous movement” was actually arranged by a Washington public relations man in collaboration 
with a left wing lobbying organization called “The National Committee for an Effective Congress,” This 
body is registered and reports its contributions to the Congress like other lobbies. It was set up in 1948 
to support “liberal” candidates with cash contributions. 


The committee has set up special headquarters in a ‘hotel across the street from the Senate Office 
Building. Its first chairman was James Roosevelt. It is now revealed that out of 75 requests for signatures 
to back Flanders only 20 acceptances came in. The NCEC, judging by its financial reports, gets most of 
its money from New York and Los Angeles—oddly enough the two places from which money came to back 


the Wisconsin recall petition to oust McCarthy. This petition failed to get a sufficient number of supporting 
signatures. 


The same odd aggregation of “liberal’’ intellectuals and politically-minded millionaires features this 
new drive to “get McCarthy.” Among the “liberals” are Professor Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., of the social- 
istic ADA and prominent on the National Committee for an Effective Congress for some years; also Robert 
Nathan, prominent New Deal economist. Among the business tycoons are Paul Hoffman and Will 
Clayton, of Texas, who served under Truman in the State Department. 


Rep. Clardy (R., Mich.) denounced the well-financed anti-McCarthy lobby, calling it “an evil cabal 
of individuals engaged in an insidious effort to control Congress for motives which are highly suspect. 
When a Senator gets a telegram sponsored by such an organization, he ought to know that the pressure 


comes from individuals who are fake liberals attempting to put over socialism under the guise of liberal- 
ism.” 


Not Merely Gossip: Spectacular development among Republicans in New Jersey — a drive has com- 
menced to persuade former Congressman Fred Hartley (co-author of the labor act) to run as an 
“independent Republican” in the senatorial election in November. He would thus oppose Clifford Case, 
New Deal Republican and Charles Howell, Democratic candidate backed by the ADA (which also 
endorses Case). Conservative Republicans have sought to get Case to withdraw from the race in favor of 
a “unity” candidate, but have so far failed. If Hartley would run, it is calculated that he might win, 
because Case and Howell would presumably divide the Democratic’ and “liberal” vote, while 
Hartley would draw to the polls behind him the bulk of the Republicans in the state. 


@ A new daily newspaper with a conservative policy, will be started in Washington, D. C., this 
winter, with the first issue appearing probably in January, 1955. It will be launched by Alex Hillman, 
publisher of Pageant and other magazines, and former director of the Freeman magazine. Forrest Davis, 
formerly editor of the Freeman, will be one of the new daily’s editors. It is projected as a 5-day a week 
publication, and a morning paper, thus replacing the old Times-Herald which was suddenly sold to and 
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merged with the othér morning paper, the Washington Post, last spring. The disappearance of the 
Times Herald left the nation’s capital without a conservative sheet—for the 3 other papers are 
“liberal.” The new paper will initially take nofédvertising. The Hillman interests will bring presses 


belonging to their firm from Connecticut to Washington. The tentative price per copy of the paper is set 
at 10 cents. 


@ Congressman Wayne Hays (D., Ohio) whose tactics interfered with the exposure of founda. 
tions in.Rep. Reece’s committee recently, received the endorsement of the Progressive party of Ohio in 
1948 (according to the Daily Worker, for November 4, 1948). The Progressive party’s candidate for 
President that year was Henry A. Wallace. 


Foreign Aid Roundup: A current report of the State Chambers of Commerce reflects both the wide- 


spread popular opposition and considerable business antagonism to the Administration’s $3,500,000,000 
foreign aid bill. It points out: 


(1) From July ’45 to June 30, ’54 we have given away $59,400,000,000 to foreign peoples of which 
$38,300,000,000 was for economic aid and $21,100,000,000 for military assistance. Taxpayers in New 
York have chipped in $8,678,000,000 while in poorer states like Mississippi taxpayers have contributed 
$285,000,000. 

(2) As of June 30th of this year there were approximately ten billions of unexpended foreign aid 
funds authorized. Of this sum $2,604,300,000 was not even committed for expenditure. 


(3) Although our taxpayers have been carrying 65% of the costs of the war in Indo-China, 
that investment now appears to be a total loss. The billions we have given France and Italy for military 
resistance to the Kremlin is thoroughly imperiled by Communist control of labor unions in key industries 
of both countries with its potential for sabotage. 

(4) Although the U. S. has devoted two-thirds of all federal expenditures to defense during the 


last three years, our Allies have used only one-fifth to one-third of their central government funds for 
defense. 


(5) The Administration’s request for three and one-half billions includes $800,000,000 for prose- 
cution of the war in Indo-China. Since it is obvious that the French are now making a disastrous peace 
in Indo-China, observers are puzzled as to why the Administration hasn’t been willing to take this 


$800,000,000 out of its request. To date the White House has stood pat on retaining it in its proposed 
foreign aid budget. 


The State Chambers ask that the Administration’s foreign aid budget be modified, particularly if 
there is no definite assurance that the European Defense Community Treaty will be ratified by France and 
Italy. Other observers say that ratification of EDC shouldn’t make any difference because, even with 
German divisions, NATO couldn’t withstand a Russian conquest of Western Europe. 


FHA: Bad New Deal appointments apparently reached a peak in the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration according to Congressman George H. Bender (R., Ohio) in the Congressional Record for July 2d. 
Said the Ohio Congressman: “At the same time we have discovered that the man who was formerly the top 
officer of the Federal Housing Administration had been arrested eight times for such offenses as embezzle- 
ment, larceny, bad checks, and disorderly conduct. The FBI submitted a report on his whole record to 
the Civil Service Commission in 1941 — but the file is missing.” 


Under this top officer of the FHA, builders received sums — says Bender — far in excess of the 


actual cost of construction and kept these amounts as “windfall profits.” Tenants in these structures 
paid rents based on the actual costs plus the graft. 


More Foreign Loans Ahead: A determined effort by Chairman Homer E..Capehart, of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee fully supported by the ranking Democrat, Senator Burnet Maybank, 
has resulted in legislation (expected to reach the White House within a few days) expanding the lending 
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authority of the Export-Import Bank from $4,500,000,000 to $5,000,000,000, restoring the Bank to a 
seat and vote in the National Advisory Council on international monetary and financial problems and 
equipping the Bank with a 5-man board of directors. 


All this represents an unpleasant defeat for the Treasury which, at the start of the. Eisenhower 
Administration, set about to deprive.the Bank of its NAC vote and its board of directors, substituting 
a military type chain of command through a managing director. Due to pressure from export interests 
Capehart and Maybank last year launched a study of the Eximbank and the World Bank, culminating in 
recent hearings at which we saw the Treasury eat humble pie and ask the Congress to kill the Administra- 
tion’s 1953 changes. 


The Treasury, now under the need to ask for a debt-limit increase, knows that every dollar loaned 
by the Eximbank adds either to our tax or debt burden. But Capehart disconcertingly warns: “I’m 
going to dedicate the rest of my term in the United States Senate to building up world trade and I’m 
going to do it on the basis of installment credit.” Capehart has warned the Eximbank to be more active 
in its loans. 


Congress, of course, is prodded by exporters who not only have grown used to government-financed 
trade, but are now feeling the competition of foreign industries. The latter have been equipped with the 
most modern machines and our best know-how through Marshall Plan billions and “productivity team” 
visits here. Foreign governments are quick to follow Capehart’s pointing. Brazil already has filed requests 
for a bigger U.S.-financed steel mill and for added millions to pay off a new crop of commercial dollar 
debts, via Eximbank. Our Congress postpones such dollar shortages abroad with loans which transfer 
the shortages to Secretary Humphrey’s lap. 


Dangerous Internationalism: In a previous issue of HUMAN EVENTS we described a report of a 
Senate sub-committee headed by Senator George Malone (R., Idaho), exposing the legend of the inter- 
nationalists that American industry in peace and war must be dependent on critical materials in Europe, 
Asia or Africa. The report showed that all such critical materials are available in the Western Hemis- 
phere and it condemned procurement policies of the government which have deliberately increased our 
dependence on sources in the old world. 


Experts who have studied the Malone report point out that through another device American industry 
is being forced into a dependence on critical materials far beyond our boundaries. This is the device of 
allowing foreign producers of indispensable metals to invade the United States via tariff cuts under the 
Reciprocal Trade Program (producers who pay their workers only a fraction of the wages earned by 
U.S. workers) and bankrupt American mines. 


Mr. Otto Herres, Chairman of the National Lead-Zinc Committee gives an illustration of how this 
works: 


I. Imports of zinc in ore and metals in June, 1954 amounted to 84,257 tons and in July to 85,212 
tons. U.S. consumption of zinc metal in June was 85,859 tons and in July, 73,031 tons. Enough zine 
was thus imported to close down every zinc-lead mine in the United States. 

2. Although there was excess tonnage from domestie production in 1952, imports of: slab zine in 
1953 doubled, thereby causing unemployment in the smelters of Illinois and Oklahoma and elsewhere 
throughout the country. 


3. Approximately 315,000 tons of foreign lead and 300,000 tons of zinc imports ordinarily are 
sufficient to supplement supplies from domestic sources. But last year, 743,000 tons of zinc and some 
563,000 tons of lead were imported—more than twice our needs. 

4. Approximately one-fourth of all the workers employed in the lead-zinc mines of the United States 
lost their jobs during the past year—and the number is increasing. In some districts, wages have been cut 
and living standards of American workers lowered. 








. «> 5, The-tremendous damage done: domestic producers of these vital metals has been due to the. State 
Department, which has progressively reduced the tariff on them under the Reciprocal Trade Program.

Book Burning: Mrs. Irene Kuhn is at it again. Three years ago she wrote “Why You Buy Books Which st 


Sell Communism” in the American Legion Magazine which exposed the virtual censorship on books im- 
posed by the big metropolitan book reviews and told how these publications would avoid reviewing anti- fi 
Communist books while at the same time “plugging” those written by Communists and fellow travelers. 
The piece attracted wide attention throughout the country and in Congress — so much so that the book

review editors for a while had to exercise more caution. Now Mrs. Kuhn has performed another service b 
in a piece in the July issue of the Legion magazine, entitled “Who are the Censors?”. She emphasizes 
that the real censors today are the “liberals” and the old game — of suppressing publicity for ideas that 
the “Gulliberals” don’t like — still goes on. 
One current case which Mrs. Kuhn describes involves the book publishing firm of Devin-Adair which i 
last fall published a book entitled Unconditional Hatred by Captain Russell Grenfell, of the British Royal 3 
Navy (reviewed in HUMAN EVENTS on October 21, 1953).

As Mrs. Kuhn describes it: “So, with his tongue in his cheek, he 
anticipated the reception the book would get and when he sent a review copy to John Oakes of the New 
York Times staff, he urged that Mr. Oakes see that the book be reviewed, not ‘burned.’ When some time 
passed and the Times did not review the book, Mr. Garrity said he met Mr. Oakes and asked him why ( 
this paper had passed up this work by a distinguished authority. Oakes’ reply was brief: ‘You wouldn't , 
expect us to review that, would you?’

pyoren WELCOME may be the announcement of the Indo-China cease-fire agreement, 
the event has resolved none of the basic issues. The truce partitionment along the 
seventeenth parallel leaves Vietnam’s rice bowl in Communist hands. This loss is as 
unfortunate for the Vietnamese as was separation of Korea’s industrial and agricultural 
areas. As in the case of Korea, this new cease-fire is simply a convenient arrangement 
for the Communists. ) 

Above all else, the United States must adhere to its present wise decision mot to enter 
into a guarantee of the Indo-China truce terms. To guarantee a line in Southeast Asia 
is to make a heavy commitment a long way from home in a hostile country. Unless 
Americans are prepared to meet every eventuality which might arise, we will do well 
to keep American troops out of Southeast Asia. 

Nevertheless, the picture today is brighter than it was a few weeks ago. At that 
time only Sir Winston Churchill’s unwillingness to join hands with us prevented Ameri- 
can armed intervention in Indo-China. While many Americans endorsed Sir Winston’s 
stand, we must be wary of his thoroughly British attitude. Sure of the United States as a 
firm ally, it is to British interests to play one colossus (U.S.A.) against another (U.S.S.R.). 

In the twilight of his distinguished and martial career, Sir Winston’s passion is to 
ease world tension. He understands clearly that his country could be completely destroyed 
by bombing. Little wonder, therefore, that he counsels having a good long try at coex- 
istence with the Kremlin — which commands the largest air force in the world. 

Despite this soft attitude toward the Kremlin, Britain can be hard if her interest 
is at stake. If Malaya should be threatened, as is likely within six months, Britain might 
ask us to intervene. France would then probably join with Britain in the hope that somehow 
our presence would enable France to cling to the last vestige of her former Asian empire. 

Southeast Asia is only one of a half dozen dangerous areas in which the ingredients 
for war already exist. There are many fuses in place, ready to ignite a series of explosions 
throughout the immense, turbulent regions of Asia, the Middle East and North Africa. 

The mere fact that Vietnam enjoys a cease-fire at the moment offers no basis for hope 
that the Communists will relax their expansion effort. It is Communist technique to ab- 
sorb a state from within: first, local opposition is liquidated; then the Communists take 
over. From nearby satellites, weapons and Red “volunteers” are sent in to support the 
new Communist regime. Despite the present cease-fire, Thailand, Burma and ~— are 


vulnerable to this type of Communist penetration. 
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N Korga, the decision for war or peace does not lie in our hands. It is a responsibility 

of the Red Chinese and also President Syngman Rhee. Since the Korean cease-fire, 
so-called non-military bases have been constructed in North Korea. Red China’s air 
force has grown into the fourth largest in the world; continuous training has improved 
its effectiveness. Meanwhile, our best air crews and two infantry divisions have been 
removed from Korea. The Communists are stronger and we are not so strong as when 
the Korean shooting stopped. 

If we were compelled to resume war against Red China, we might have to resort 
to use of the atomic bomb to overcome our numerical disadvantage in ground forces, 
Yet, except for her air force, Red China has few military targets worthy of the atomic 
bomb. But its use, of course, might slaughter Chinese by the hundreds of thousands, 
Then the cry would be raised, as in the cases of Hiroshima and Nagasaki — Americans 
will use the bomb only against Asian populations! What a golden opportunity for 
Kremlin propaganda! All Asia would be turned against us. 

In all these teeming regions from Korea to Morocco, Red-kindled wars threaten 
world peace. And the United States could become involved, without the Kremlin’s hav- 
ing committed a single Soviet soldier to battle! 

It is no solution for America to join with Britain, Australia, New Zealand and 
France in the contemplated white man’s collective security arrangement for Southeast 
Asia. A billion people, Communists and anti-Communists, in this vast, restless area are 
bitter against European imperialism. They are especially resentful against Australia, 
which permits only white citizenship. All Asia is sick of white domination. Our real 
problem with Asia is not so much ideological Communism as it is racial and national. 
And the Kremlin ingeniously exploits this situation. Until these facts are recognized and 
taken into account all western programs for Asia are doomed. 


A™ MUST AND WILL find her own leadership; she will accept none other. But who 
will it be? 

Syngman Rhee is not available to lead Asia because his energies are occupied by 
an uneasy peace. Japan, destined to become the arsenal of free Asia, could not assume 
this role.. She has her own internal problems. Moreover, the hate engendered by the 
war atrocities of. the Japanese militarists remains fresh in the minds of Asians. 

Formosa hangs by a thread. Chiang Kai-shek is fighting for the life of Nationalist 
China. He has powerful friends including the support of 12 million overseas Chinese. 
But it is probable that he is too busy to head a free Asian movement. 

We now come to the Philippine Republic, the envy of all Asia. In Ramon Magsaysay 
this new Republic has a leader with personality, character and purpose. He is the Christian 
president of a Christian country twenty million strong. He has been tested. Not only was 
he loyal to the United States during the war but as a guerrilla — with a price on his head 
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—he resisted until the liberation came. A man of energy and purpose and conviction, he 


has quieted the Communist threat among his people. He possesses the attributes for 
leadership not only in the Philippines but throughout free Asia. 


In the Philippines, free Asians have the leader and the sovereign state well suited 
to shape a Free Asia Treaty Organization (FATO). FATO could embrace all peoples 
who oppose dictatorships, aggression and Communism and who seek freedom and indi- 
vidual liberty. President Magsaysay would be free from charges of imperialism of racial 
antipathy, of economic or territorial aggrandizement. As the leader among free Asian 
peoples, he could cooperate with those western powers which are free from imperial- 
istic ambition. 


FATO could work no miracle. Asia was all but lost when China went Red. Never- 
theless, under FATO, Syngman Rhee could continue his stand for Korean unification. 
Japan’s greatest resource, the energy and talent of her people, could create with Ameri- 
can aid most of the weapons for the FATO forces. It would ease the heavy burden on 
the United States. Chiang Kai-shek, no threat to the Chinese mainland so long as the 
Red Chinese air force exists, could launch a full-scale psychological war against the Red 
Chinese. Such a campaign would rivet attention of Red China’s war lords on their own 
internal unrest. Also FATO would appeal to some borderline peoples now just slightly 
pink. In due course, FATO could muster and equip a ground force of several million. 
It would discourage local brush fires lighted by so-called ‘“‘peoples volunteer” forces. 


T° MOVEMENT would constitute a moral force difficult for Red China to cope 
with or influence. Reliance on Asian rather than Western leadership has great 
psychological value. The West has always insisted on white leadership although it 
was repugnant to all Asians. Intervention by the U.S., Britain, France, New Zealand, 
and Australia would be the very thing which the Communists could exploit. We would 
confirm their conviction that the white man seeks only to dominate. An Asian FATO, 
however, would rob Communist propaganda of its strongest appeal. 


Coping with Communism is not an insuperable task because Communism contains 
self-destructive elements. It exists only by force. Communist powers are strongest on 
their frontiers; they are most vulnerable deep within their borders. Despite this fact, 
we continue to attack Red strength and overlook Red weakness. We continue to think 
of eradicating Communist ideology by force. We waste most of our energies endeavor- 
ing to match bayonet for bayonet, when the Communists already dominate a third of the 
world’s population. 


The ultimate solution to the Communist threat lies, not in Asia or Southeast Asia, 
but in the Soviet Union itself. The Kremlin’s greatest weakness lies in its intensely 
dissatisfied population, of which there are 15 million being worked and starved to death 




































in slave labor camps. The entire population lives under its own military occupation, 
But since Stalin’s death, the grip of the MVD police has become precarious. 

In the Soviet Union there are two great fears; the Kremlin’s fear of the people and 
the people’s fear of the Kremlin. These fears are held in equilibrium by force. Once 





the Kremlin fears the people more than the people fear the Kremlin, then the end of S.: 
tyranny will be in sight. An (
